said Dr. Julie Segre, a senior inves- 
tigator at NIH’s National Human 
Genome Research Institute. She led 
the genetic sleuthing that found the 
bug hiding in sink drains and, most 
chilling, even in a ventilator that had 
been cleaned with bleach. 

The outbreak now is over, the 
last carrier found in December. 
Infection-control specialists at 
other hospitals called the detailed 
description, published in the jour- 
nal Science Translational Medicine, 
important to share. 

“They were able to demonstrate 
that this sneaky little bug was able 
to stay alive and get transmitted in 
ways they hadn’t quite predicted,” 
said Dr. Sara Cosgrove, associate 
hospital epidemiologist at Johns 
Hopkins University.

Washington 

Over six frightening months, a dead- 
ly germ untreatable by most antibi- 
otics spread in the nation’s leading 
research hospital. Soon, a patient 
a week was catching the bug. Sci- 
entists at the National Institutes 
of Health locked down patients, 
cleaned everything with bleach, 
even ripped out plumbing — and 
still the germ persisted. 

By the end, 18 people harbored 
the dangerous germ, and six died 
of bloodstream infections from it. 
Five others made it through the 
outbreak only to die from diseases 
that brought them to NIH’s world- 
famous campus in the first place. 


It took gene detectives teasing 
apart the bacteria’s DNA to solve the 
germ’s wily spread, a CSI-like saga 
with lessons for hospitals every- 
where as they struggle to contain the 
growing threat of superbugs. 

The hospital staff was “hor- 
rified,” said Tara Palmore, depu- 
ty hospital epidemiologist at the 
NIH Clinical Center. “We never 
want this to happen again.” 

It all stemmed from a single 
patient carrying a fairly new super- 
bug known as KPC — Klebsiella 
pneumoniae that resists treatment 
by one of the last lines of defense, 
antibiotics called carbapenems. 

On Wednesday, government 
researchers published an account 
of last year’s outbreak, with advice: 
Fast sequencing of a germ’s genome, 
its full DNA, may be essential. It 
can reveal how drug-resistant bac- 
teria are spreading so that doctors 
can protect other patients. 

“This is not an easy story to tell,”

Normally, KPC, or Klebsiella 
pneumoniae, live in human in- 
testines and don’t harm people 
with healthy immune systems. 
But the multidrug-resistant 
strain has emerged over the 
past decade to become a fast- 
growing threat in intensive care 
units, spreading easily between 
very ill people and killing half of 
those it sickens.

ides claim an estimated 99,000 
lives a year. Bacterial sequencing 
is becoming fast and cheap enough 
for most large hospitals to use dur- 
ing tough outbreaks, but anoth- 
er lesson is how to guard against 
these bugs in the first place. 

“There’s better technology ... 
to prevent these bacteria from 
spreading, and this is what you 
should expect from your hospital,” 
said Dr. Lance Peterson, micro- 
biology and infectious disease 
director at NorthShore Universi- 
ty HealthSystem in Evanston, 111.

CBO Warns of Recession in 2013 


Washington 

A new recession is likely if a stale- 
mate over tax and spending cuts 
continues between Democrats and 
Republicans, according to dire pro- 
jections by the nonpartisan Con- 
gressional Budget Office. 

In its annual summertime 
report, the budget office said 
Wednesday that letting decade- 
old tax cuts expire and sweeping 
spending cuts occur in January — 
which will happen without con- 
gressional action — “would lead 
to economic conditions in 2013 
that will probably be considered 
a recession.” 

If that happened, the economy 
would contract by 0.5 percent — a

Mitt Romney wanted to preside over a made-for-TV gathering 
showcasing his economic credentials and GOP unity at the Republi- 
can convention. Instead, he heads to Tampa with the national debate 
focused on rape and abortion and with the divisions within his party 
— and between him and running mate Paul Ryan — on display. 


“It’s a huge distraction ” Saul Anuz- 
is, a Republican National Com- 
mittee member from Michigan, 
said of the quarreling touched off 
by Missouri Rep. Todd Akin this 
week. “We should be talking about 
the economy and here we are con- 
sumed by these side issues.” 

Even the weather is threaten- 
ing to spoil Romney’s party. As 
Wednesday’s rain pounded the area 
where the convention is scheduled

All this as a new Associated 
Press-GfKpoll showed a neck-and- 
neck race between Romney and 
President Barack Obama. 

Romney and Ryan sought to 
gain ground Wednesday with fresh 
criticism of Obama and with a new 
TV ad.

moving past its deep divisions.

But there were other issues threat- 
ening the convention. 

The RNC’s platform committee 
has adopted budget language sim- 
ilar to Ryan’s House federal spend- 
ing blueprint, which calls for turn- 
ing Medicare into a voucher system 
— another divisive issue. 

And Democrats were making 
plans to try to steal some of Rom- 
ney’s limelight next week. Obama 
is set to campaign in Iowa, Colora- 
do and Virginia. Vice President Joe 
Biden is planning to campaign in 
Florida — including in Tampa — 
next week, and Michelle Obama will 
appear on David Letterman’s show 
on Aug. 29, the third day of the con- 
vention.

Two Sides of Nats, Metro Debate 


Team could pony up 
to cover Late games, 
but at a very high cost 

Washington 

WeVe covered the issue of late Nats 
games and WMATA’s Metrorail sys- 
tem a few times in these parts, but 
people can’t get enough. 

I wrote extensively about the 
issue in June, explaining that Metro 
cannot stay open for an extra hour 
of service without a contract and a 
$29,500 deposit from the Nats. 

Dr. Gridlock then covered Mon- 
day night’s situation, when the 
Nats and Braves started about an 


hour late because of rain and ended 
well after midnight because of a 
13-inning marathon. 

The long and 
short of it is that 
there are no current 
plans for the Nats to 
pay to keep Metro 
open later for regu- 
lar-season games. 

Now, you can 
argue this thing 
in at least a couple 
ways. On the one hand, the Nats 
have encouraged fans to use Metro 
for years — nationals.com/waytogo 
says Metro is “the way to go to the 
ballgame.” They’re now baseball’s 
best team, with a whole bunch of

meaningful home games on tap in 
September and October. 

If another rain and/or extra- 
innings situation comes up with 


the division title or best record in 
the National League on the line, 
do you really want thousands of 
fans streaming for the exits? Do 
you really want a first-ever play- 
off berth clinched in front of a 
tiny crowd, with frustrated fans 
already on trains home? 

On the other hand, what would 
the threshold be for determining a 
game worth paying the $29,500? 
After July 1? With a record above 
.500? Any qualification would be 
arbitrary, and the Nats might then 
feel forced to keep Metro open for 
any late game, at any point in the 
season. That could be quite cost- 
ly and might benefit an extreme- 
ly small number of people. 



Official Response 

Asked about Monday night's 
game, which left fans stranded 
at Metro, a Nationals spokes- 
person sent this statement: 

“With 81 home games every season, 
the Nationals appreciate the ef- 
fort it takes our fans to travel to and 
from the ballpark. That’s why we 
make every effort to encourage fans 
to consider all options when travel- 
ing to Nationals Park, as listed on 
nationals.com/waytogo. Addition- 
ally, we will continue to make an- 
nouncements during the game and 
broadcast reminders on the video 
board about Metro closing times 
so that fans can make appropri- 
ate arrangements for leaving the 
ballpark. We hope everyone made it 
home safely." (the Washington post)

Report: CSX 'R’ain Not Speeding 


Officials would not 
speculate on cause 
of fatal derailment 

EllicottCity,Md. 

A coal train that derailed in Mary- 
land was going the authorized 
speed of 25 miles per hour with an 
engineer-in-training at the controls 
before the accident that killed two 
young women, a federal investiga- 
tor said Wednesday. 

Investigators were checking vid- 
eos, track conditions and mainte- 
nance records to learn whether the 
college students sitting on a rail- 
road bridge over Ellicott City’s main 


street contributed to the Monday 
night crash or if their presence was 
just a tragic coincidence. 

National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board investigator Jim South- 
worth wouldn’t speculate on the 
cause of the derailment. 

“This is just not the time for any 
kind of analysis,” he said Wednes- 
day. “This is purely fact-finding.” 

So far, Howard County police 
have said that Elizabeth Nass and 
Rose Mayr, both 19, were sitting 
on one side of the bridge with their 
backs to the tracks as the train 
passed a few feet behind them; their 
bodies were found buried under coal 
dumped from the train cars. 

Investigators have also said

the train’s emergency brakes 
were applied automatically — not 
by the three-man crew — around 
midnight Monday, but they don’t 


know why part of the train jumped 
the tracks. 

Southworth said the train’s two 
locomotives did not derail and that 
the crew reported they “felt noth- 
ing, and they saw nothing before 
emergency braking occurred on 
their train.” 

This is at least the third derail- 
ment involving a CSX Corp. train in 
Maryland this month, though the 
two others did not involve fatali- 
ties. Cumberland police reported 
a three-car derailment on anoth- 
er train in Cumberland the same 
night as the Ellicott City wreck. 
The other was in Woodstock on 
Aug. 8, according to Howard Coun- 
ty authorities, (ap) 


Smart Meters Come to D.C. Taxis

“Smart meters” are now a reality: 
At least two cabs in one major D.C. 
fleet now have the city-mandated 
credit-card-ready systems installed 
and ready for the streets. 

City officials showed off the 
new $35 million VeriFone system 
at a news conference Wednesday, 
and the rider interface will look 
familiar to anyone who’s taken a 
New York City taxi ride in the past 
decade: There’s a credit-card reader 
and keypad and an LCD display to 
show maps, weather, NBC-brand- 
ed news clips and plenty of adver- 
tisements. 

Mayor Vincent Gray, a Demo- 
crat, tried out the system Wednes- 
day. But there are a few reasons 
you might not see a smart meter 
for weeks, if not months. First off, 
the meters are scarce for now. Only 
150 will be provided for installation 
over the next two weeks, said city 
taxi czar Ron Linton. At the garage 
Gray visited Wednesday, home of 


the fleet run by taxi giant Jerry 
Schaeffer, they only have five sys- 
tems ready for installation. 

And then there’s all the legal 
and political machinations. Gray 
continued his war of words with 
D.C. Council member Marion Barry, 
D-Ward 8, whose disapproval res- 
olution on the meter contract has 
complicated the rollout. 


But it isn’t Barry’s resolution 
that matters, it’s the protests of 
the VeriFone award filed with the 
Contract Appeals Board. 

Those protests carry the 
small but real possibility that 
the VeriFone contract could be 
voided altogether, delaying the 
smart meter system for months.

Nats manager gives

The Nationals 

Davey Johnson settled in for his 
daily meeting with reporters 
Wednesday and wasted no time 
bringing up the topic foremost in 
everyone’s mind. “Well, any more 
ideas of how to get [Stephen] Stras- 
burg pitching in October?” Johnson 
asked. “I seem to be getting more 
and more help on that aspect.” 

Johnson is not on Twitter, but 
through letters and text messages he 
has received ample plans to extend 
Strasburg despite his innings limit, 
expected to be between 160 and 
180. His favorite suggested Johnson 
trip the Nationals’ ace when he’s in 
the outfield so Strasburg strains a 
hamstring. 

“I wish we could get by the Stras 
thing,” Johnson said. 

He knows that is not an option, 
even after Strasburg pitched six 
shutout, 10-strikeout innings Tues- 
day against the Braves. Johnson 
revealed that he expects Strasburg 
to most likely miss two starts at the 
end of the season, as well as the 
entirety of the playoffs. It’s likely his 
last start will come Sept 19. 

“I think it came with the off- 
days, we need a starter for another 
two starts,” Johnson said. “I think

Condos that aren’t 
cookie-cutter inspire 
owners to employ 
creative design ideas

If you walked into Alex Infingardi 
and Miguel Martins’ condo, your 
first reaction might be, “Whoa.” 

Rather than stepping into the 
kind of Victorian foyer you’d expect 
to find in a home less than a mile 
from the U.S. Capitol, you are 
instead greeted by the underside of 
an industrial metal staircase. 

The staircase leads up to a 
second floor without any walls or 
railings to divide it from the main 
space. Everything on the upper 
floor — the office on one end and 
sleeping area on the other — looks 
out over the family room and dining 
area below. 

“You’re pretty much almost 
floating when you go to sleep,” 
Infingardi says. 

Washington maybe known for 
stuffy rowhouses and anonymous 
apartment blocks, but behind some 
staid facades lie surprising spaces 
that are anything but cookie- 
cutter. 

Whether it’s the nooks and 
crannies of a historic home or 
a sharply angled room in an 
ultra-modern high-rise, unusual 
layouts can be a challenge when 
it comes to interior design. 
Those same quirks can inspire 
owners to get creative, unlocking 
unique design opportunities 
you won’t find in right-angled 
abodes. 

In Infingardi and Martins’ 
1,100-square-foot condo, the open 
loft posed a challenge, so Infingardi,

an interior designer, employed a 
few tricks of the trade. 

He chose to place the foot of 
the bed near the back wall, with 
the headboard serving as a partial 
railing to create a cozier, more 
private “room,” Infingardi says.

The desk on the opposite end 
of the upstairs space is also placed 
along the open edge, providing a 
view of the home and windows. 

Infingardi says that safety is not 
a concern in his railing-less loft. 
He can put a hand on the ceiling 
for balance if he needs it — it’s tall 
enough to stand under and yet low 
enough to reach. 

With such a wide-open design, 
Infingardi played with paint colors 
to create the feeling of different 
rooms. One end of the first floor 
is painted a deep red to mark off 
the dining area, and the other 
end is charcoal gray to set out the 
family room. 

“Accent walls help separate 
spaces,” he says. 

Infingardi and Martins’ home 
is one of 18 units in the Telephone 
Company Condominiums (629 
Constitution Ave. NE; 202-543- 
2272, Atlasprop.us), which was 
built in 1906 for Chesapeake and 
Potomac Telephone and then 
converted to condos in 1985. High 
ceilings allowed 16 units to be

Questioning Authority

Barbara Kruger wraps 
heady ideas into a new 
show at the Hirshhorn 

Exhibits 

“Whose body?” “Who is beyond 
the law?” “When was the last time 
you laughed?” Those are among the 
questions posed in “Belief+Doubt ” 
Barbara Kruger’s new installation 
at the Hirshhorn Museum. 

Kruger has explored issues of 
power, commercialism and resis- 
tance through her large-scale 
text works since the early ’80s. 
“Belief+Doubt,” which will be 
in place through 2014, expands 
on these themes, brashly envel- 
oping the museum’s lower-level 
lobby with vinyl panels printed with 
words in red, white and black. The 
exhibit stretches into the newly relo- 
cated gift shop, which has been pep- 
pered with phrases including “You 
want it, you buy it, you forget it.” 

Ahead of the show’s opening this 
week, the bicoastal artist discussed 
her work and what drew her to the 
Hirshhorn. 


What special challenges did the 
Hirshhorn’s space present for your 
installation design? 

I’ve always thought the building 
was really interesting. And the 
space is just terrific for me. It 
offers the kind of advantages that

I really like when I’m trying to 
figure out a work. It has an aerial 
view, which is cool. You can look 
at it from various sight lines. It 
has those escalators, which offer 
a diagonal, which you don’t get 
that often. 


Your art is somewhat rooted 
in the graphic work you did for 
magazines as a designer at Conde 
Nast in the ’60s. Has your outlook 
changed with the decline of print 
and the rise of the internet? 

I’ve always had a short attention 
span. My work engages that sort of 
viewing. And I’ve always worked 
with direct address, and much of 
online life is direct address. So, the 
Web suits me fine. I’m not nostalgic 
for the good old days. 

On Sept. 12, you’ll be responding 
to people’s queries about the 
installation via Twitter. Yet 
your work is known for posing 
questions, not providing answers. 
But I am interested in conversation, 
and Twitter is a conversive form. 
I rarely do public presentations 
anymore, but I have a full-time 
teaching job at UCLA. A good 
12 hours a week last quarter was 
spent in classrooms engaging 
students. It’s not like I teach at 
a school where I go in once a 
month and say, “Make that green.”

The collection got started in 1862, when 
the surgeon general ordered Army med- 
ical officers to send in specimens from 
Civil War battlefields, and the Depart- 
ment of Defense-run museum’s heritage 
is evident in the many bullet-pierced 
bones on view. 

A touch screen outside the employ- 
ees-only tissue library lets you examine 
hidden treasures such as the bones of 
Ham, the first chimp in space, and the 
brain of Charles Guiteau, who assassi- 


nated 20th president James Garfield. 
On the Lincoln front, there’s the bullet 
that killed him, bone shards from his 
skull and some other morbid souvenirs.

It took two brains to bring columnist 
Molly Ivins back to life. 

Ivins, who died of breast cancer in 
2007 at age 62, is the subject of “Red Hot 
Patriot: The Kick-Ass Wit of Molly Ivins,” 
a one-woman show opening Thursday 
at Arena Stage. Kathleen Turner stars as 
the outspoken Texan, who was known 
for her liberal politics, quick wit and a 
syndicated column that brought her

“The day she died, I called my twin 
sister and said.

with three sentences leading up to it.

than we did,” Engel says. (Engel was 
previously a reporter and editor at The 
Washington Post.) For the country as a 
whole, Ivins was “really another Mark 
Twain. She’s funny and insightful and 
spot-on about showing America’s foibles 
and triumphs.” 

Ivins was well aware that her 
personality and writing style wouldn’t 
fit in ever 3 rwhere. “She once said her 
tombstone should say, ‘She never made 
a shrewd career choice,”’ Engel says. 
“She really cared about her writing and 
her message more than the luxuries of 
writing for big-time media outlets.” 

Though Ivins briefly worked at the 
New York Times, her freewheeling 
style often got her in hot water with her 
editors. She went back to Texas, where 
her column was eventually carried by 
more than 400 newspapers nationally. 
“She could have made it work at the New 
York Times, but her personality didn’t 
fit,” Engel says. “That’s the Old Gray 
Lady, and she wrote in bare feet and 
brought her dogs into the newsroom.”

Unearthing Treasures* 


Taj MahaL digs up groovy 
tracks from the vaults 
and heads out on the 
road with Legend AL Green 


Music 

Taj Mahal’s song “You Ain’t No Street- 
walker, Honey but I Do Love the Way 
You Strut Your Stuff’ opens with a curi- 
ous bit of studio chatter, as the man born 
Henry St. Clair Fredericks Jr. explains 
to his backing band how to play the 
groove. He sounds out how the rh 3 Thms 
should begin (“dup-day dup-day dup- 
day”), how they should evolve (“boo-lay 
boo-lay boo-lay”), and how they should 
resolve (untranscribable). 

“It’s all in there, man,” he concludes. 
The band dutifully heeds his instruc- 
tions and pounds out a gritty jam. 

It’s a telling moment on the new rar- 
ities compilation “The Hidden Trea- 
sures of Taj Mahal 1969-1973 ” which 


collects live versions and alternate stu- 
dio takes that had remained shelved for 
four decades. “Streetwalker” shows the 
exacting nature of Taj Mahal’s music, 
which mixes American blues and rock 
with Caribbean influences. 

Taj Mahal, 70, has always been 
a perfectionist with extraordinarily 
high standards, which made him one 
of the most revered young blues musi- 
cians in the 1960s and 1970s, first as a 
founding member of the group the Ris- 
ing Sons (which featured Ry Cooder) and 
later as a solo artist who performed with 
the Rolling Stones, A1 Kooper and mem- 
bers of the Band, among others. 

The songs on “Hidden Treasures” 
didn’t meet those standards when Taj

Mahal recorded them. “Originally, I 
thought I had better takes,” he says. “A 
lot of years went by, and I put my ears on 
it again, and there were some very nice 
pieces there. I changed my mind.” 

The studio was never a natural 
or comfortable environment for Taj 
Mahal. “I’ve always been a live art- 
ist,” he says. Most of these tracks were 
recorded live in the studio, with all 
their dup-day and boo-lay intact. 

The second disc features a full 1970 
concert at the Royal Albert Hall in Lon- 
don, where Taj Mahal opened for Santa- 
na. Forty-two years later, he remains a 
hard-touring musician, on the road most 
of the year. Several of the songs on “Hid- 
den Treasures,” such as the Bob Dylan 
cover “I Pity the Poor Immigrant,” may 
make it onto his current set list, but his 
catalog is so vast that he can switch it 
up from one show to the next.

AL Green muses on 
rap music, recording and 
Obama's spin on a classic 

Music 

If there was any doubt about the staying 
power of Al Green’s 1971 single “Let’s 
Stay Together,” it vanished when Presi- 
dent Barack Obama crooned a snippet of 
the song at a fundraiser in January. 

Green, who was Obama’s opening 
act that night, never saw the president’s 
impromptu performance coming. 

“We were all shocked,” Green says. 
“I wish he’d sang the whole song. He 
sounded better than me!” 

It sparked a surge in downloads of 
“Let’s Stay Together.” Sales increased 
490 percent in the week following the 


fundraiser, according to Billboard. 

As shocked as he was. Green is accus- 
tomed to having other artists interpret 
his work. Before Obama, Tina Turn- 
er covered “Let’s Stay Together,” and 
Talking Heads’ version of “Take Me to 
the River” is as famous as the original. 
Green, 66, is also no stranger to sam- 
pling: His music has been used in count- 
less hip-hop and R&B songs. 

Green, an ordained pastor, says he 
usually listens to a song before signing 
off on a sample, but with some rap songs, 
he has a hard time understanding the 
appeal. “I don’t mean to slap rap music 
in the face,” Green says, “but I really am 
from the old school.” 

Recentiy, Green’s teenager asked him 
if a particular song reflected reality. 

“He said, ‘Hey Dad, is that real? The 
guy with all the money in his hand and

a Jack Daniels in the other hand and 
all the girls in the shorts in the club?”’ 
Green recalls. “I said, Tf you don’t have 
money and you don’t have the Jack Dan- 
iels, the girls will be gone.’” 

Green doesn’t reject hip-hop whole- 
sale. His last studio album, 2008’s “Lay 
It Down,” was co-produced by Ahmir 
“Questiove” Thompson and James Poys- 
er, both members of the Roots. It was his 
highest-charting album in 35 years. As a 
result, he hit the road hard, which is why 
it’s taken so long for a follow-up. 

Green has recorded a few songs for 
his next record but probably won’t log 
any serious studio time until October. 
From there, things could take a while. 

“I like to live with the song,” Green 
says. “I like to sleep with the song. I like 
to caress the song. I like to hug the song 
— well, I don’t want to go too far, but 
I like to know the song. You got to get 
to know the song before you can real- 
ly talk about doing something with it.”

In ‘Robot & Frank,' 
an eLderLy man makes 
a connection with his 
automated caregiver 

Screen 

Jake Schreier, for one, welcomes 
our robot overlords. Kind of. 

In the director’s new movie, 
“Robot & Frank,” Frank Langella 
stars as a former cat burglar 
who’s struggling with a common 
problem: He’s getting older, he’s 
having difficulty taking care of 
himself, and his kids are worried 
about him, but he doesn’t want to 
leave his house. 

“It definitely is a movie about 
how, when you get old, people stop 
treating you like a person,” Schreier 
says. “They talk to you like a child, 
but you don’t feel any different. 
So the question underneath that 
was, could an inanimate object be 
a better friend for you? It would 
almost be less patronizing.” 

The object in the film, which 
opens Friday, is a high-tech robot 
that specializes in healthy food, 
exercise and mental stimulation. 
Frank tries to convince his Roomba- 
on-steroids that their activities 
should include plotting and 
executing heists on the wealthy 
neighbors. 

The original script, written by 
Christopher Ford, set the action 50 


years in the future. “We didn’t have 
the budget to support 50 years in 
the future,” Schreier says. “So we 
suggest it’s 10 or 20 years in the 
future, but we never wanted to be 
on record as it being this year.” 

The relationship between Frank 
and his robot evolves to the point 
where Frank feels real emotion, but 
Schreier was careful not to suggest 
the robot feels anything in return. 


The robot “has a manipulation 
engine — he’s trying to get Frank 
to exercise, to eat better,” he says. 
“The robot is programmed against 
him in this very nefarious way. 
It’s not WALL-E. The robot is just 
a series of reasoning, but Frank 
loves him and that means their 
relationship is real.” 

The one-sided relationship 
mirrors the way the film was 


shot. The robot is voiced by Peter 
Sarsgaard, but hidden inside the 
robo-suit is a woman named Dana 
Morgan. 

“It was so hot when we were 
filming this thing, and that suit is 
a nightmare,” Schreier says, so it 
proved impossible to keep Morgan 
in the suit for shots in which the 
robot didn’t appear. That meant 
Langella sometimes had to act into 
nothingness. 

“It didn’t matter,” Schreier says. 
“He says, T just had something in 
my mind that I put in there for 
the robot.’ And he still won’t tell 
me what it is.” kristen page-kirby

The fig deserves a little sympathy. 

Though beloved by Mediterraneans of all 
stripes, it’s known to many Americans only 
as the dried filling of a certain chewy, rnass- 
produced cookie. In fact, the fig is a moist, sweet 
fruit with a delicate texture that grows well in 
mild climates such as ours — a fact appreciated 
by Thomas Jefferson, a fig aficionado:^ho 
imported several varieties from France and ^ 
grew them at his Virginia home. Nevertheless, 
they’re surprisingly difficult to find in grocery 
stores and farmers markets around the 
region. Donna Taylor, operations manager at 
Ticonderoga Farms in Chantilly, Va. — w;hich' 
is holding its second annual Fig Lovers Feast 
on Sept. 8 — spoke to us about the fruit and the

event it inspired.

How did the Fig Lovers Feast 
come about? 

Some people had asked us about 
our figs and the trees and history, 
so we did ouc first Fig Lovers Feast 
last year. It included a hayride to 
the orchard'[to see the trees in full 
fruit] and a wine tasting. A local ' 
restaurant made fig pizzas, and 
a woman made ice cream that 
included sauce from figs. This year, 
there’ll be another hayride and a 
tasting of fig dishes. 

Fresh figs are relatively rare in 
stores around here. Are they 
hard to grow commercially? 

Well, Peter [Knop], the farm’s owner, 
is determined. He experimented 
with different areas on the farm 
over 25 years and was eventually 
able to get them to commercial 
quantities. Ticonderoga has over 


540 fig trees and about 14 different 
varieties, including Champagne, 
Golden Delicious, Brown Turkey and 
Maltese. The groves went nuts this 
year. Because there was no massive 
frost, some of the figs from our 
first harvest were huge, and now a 
second batch is coming in. 

Who are your customers? 

We get chefs from Loudoun County, 
Prince William County, Pennsylvania, 
even [chef Patrick O’Connell] from 
the Inn at Little Washington. They 
like to [use figs in] their weekend 
dishes. We have our general public, 
too, including people who’ve become 
accustomed to fresh figs from 
Costco. But those are fast-processed; 
they were frozen first. People get 
used to them, then they come and 
taste a real fig — not processed, not 
frozen. It’s a big difference.

Closer to Home 

rood, Wine & Co. (7272 Wisconsin Ave., Bethesda; 301- 
652-8008) is serving a Mediterranean-themed salad 
^ featuring roasted figs, white peaches, blue cheese, olive 
oil and apricot jam ($10). 


Restaurant Nora (2132 Florida Ave. NW; 202-462-5143) 
is offering figs in two different preparations. An appetize 
features the fruit steeped in balsamic vinegar and then 
bruleed, accompanied by melon, prosciutto, arugula 
and pecorino ($16). The tasting menu ($78) includes 
a dessert of roasted figs, paired with vanilla 
ice cream and an almond cookie. 

Poste’s (555 8th St. N W; 202-783-6060) small 
plates menu includes a dish of caramelized 
figs paired with a foie gras-topped brioche 
and pickled grapes ($17). 


Roscoe’s Pizzeria (7040 Carroll Ave., 
Takoma Park, Md.; 301-920-0804) offers 
a seasonal sweet-and-savory pizza 
topped with figs, mozzarella and 
Gorgonzola cheeses, arugula, 
honey and olive oil ($15). a a 


What does a ripe fig taste like? 

When you get the perfect fig, it’s 
very sweet, very (deca(dent and 
unusual. They’re almost like wine: 
You’ll have your variety that’s dry 
and sweet, another that’s juicy and 
sweet, another that’s dry with a tart- 
ish flavor. Brown Turkeys are darker 
inside, Maltese are pale pink. 

If You Go: Ticonderoga 
Farms doesn’t allow 
visitors to pick figs, 
because it’s tricky to 
determine whether the 
fruit is ripe, but you 
can buy them at the 
farm market. 

What are some ways to 
cook or bake with figs? 

I’ve seen chefs do all kinds of 
things: pizzas, a lot of sauces, 
cheese mixtures, chocolate 
mixtures. You might make a 
chocolate cake but with fig jam 
inside, rather than raspberry. 

W People might mix them with 
f orange or lemon zest, or thyme 
and basil. Chef Lou [Patierno, of the 
restaurants Girasole in The Plains, 
Va., and Panino in Manassas, Va. 
(Girasole-panino.com)], who will be 
cooking for the Fig Lovers Feast, is 
thinking about doing a grilled salmon 
dish with a fig sauce, maybe with a 
spinach salad and blue cheese, and 
another cheese with figs. And we 
want to do a chocolate fountain with 
figs this year.

There’s a certain reaction 

I usually get when I talk about the 
restaurant and takeout place in Falls 
Church called Meat in a Box (312 
S. Washington St, 703-533-9070). 
There's the sly grin. The throat- 
clearing. The awkward giggle. And 
the obvious questions: “Does it have 
anything to do with 
the ‘SNL’ song of, unn, 
a similar name?" and 
“Do they really serve 
meat in a box?" 

“A lot of people ask 
me" those questions, 
says good-humored 
Nadia Shahgoli, who, 
with her husband, opened Meat in 
a Box three years ago. “They think 
we're either crazy or brilliant. The 
name has nothing to do with ‘SNL.' " 
The owners simply thought “Meat in 
a Box" was a fun, attention-grabbing 
name for their Persian eatery, which 
serves well-seasoned skewers of 
beef and chicken, along with garlicky 
hummus and other specialties. Much 
of the food is, as promised, served in 
cardboard boxes. 

Meat in a Box has an unlikely 
standout: homemade saffron and 
rosewater-infused ice cream ($4). 

The custardy, pale-yellow ice cream, 
served between wafers, is delicate, 
floral and refreshing, and it reminds 
me of old-fashioned violet “pastilles" 
candies. (My husband seems to agree, 
noting, “It tastes like a grandparent's 
house. In a good way!") That nostalgic, 
subtle flavor is ironic in a place with 
such a bold, literal moniker. But the 
dessert fits right in: It comes in a box.

A husband-wife team 
serves comfort food 
at Mayfair & Pine 

Mayfair & Pine was hatched as a 
family-friendly destination, which 
is why the restaurant sticks toast 
in its bread basket. Toast is what 
chef Emily Sprissler and her young 
son eat together at home in the 
morning, and crisp, buttered bread 


is what kids seem to choose over, 
say, “rosemary foccacia,” jokes the 
Season 2 “Top Chef’ contestant. 

Her kitchen co-pilot is Jason 
Cote, who happens to be her 
husband. The couple’s new 
gastropub in Glover Park takes its 
name from a district of London, 
where they spent their honeymoon, 
and the street they called 
home when they cooked in San 
Francisco. Their short menu blends 


memories from the two cities, plus 
a few comforts. Fish and chips? 
Check. Cioppino? Accounted for. 
Also on the list are scrambled eggs 
and buttery mushrooms, heaped on 
a cushion of (take a guess) toast. 

The best-sellers thus far, reports 
Sprissler: Fish and chips, shep- 
herd’s pie and the Thanksgiving 
sandwich. “Even in this heat,” 
Sprissler says, “stuffing and turkey 
and mashed potatoes hit 
the spot.” 

An encounter with 
the shepherd’s pie made 
more of an impression 
on my eyes than on 
my tongue; a small Mason 
jar displays the layering 
of bland ground lamb, potatoes 
and peas. The lamb burger, gray 
but juicy, requires two hands to 
hoist and comes with big fries 
cooked here. Crisp seared rockfish 
teeters on a loose bed of carrots, 
sliced potatoes and citrus segments 
for an entree that’s nothing 
special. 

But the attention from the staff 
can be. Ask for Elijah, one of the 
sunniest servers around. 

My favorite food memory is 
one of Mayfair & Pine’s simplest 
dishes. Boston lettuce arranged 
with thinly sliced candied apple 
rings and diced jicama is both 
pretty and refreshing. The sweet 
heat of the fruit might taste 
familiar; the apple picks up some 
fire from a simple syrup infused 
with cinnamon candy. 

Going against the restaurant 
trend, the tables at the modestly 
dressed Mayfair & Pine are covered, 
paper atop cloth. “I like linens,” 
says Sprissler, who notes that she 
had children in mind when she 
added the extra layer of protection: 
“They can draw and spill.”

reborn as two-level lofts and two 
others as single-story condos. 

On the other side of Capitol Hill, 
Brandon Gregoire lives in another 
unusual space, also in a historic 
building. Gregoire happened upon 
the Lovejoy Lofts (440 12th St. 
NE; 202-543-2272, Atlasprop.us) 
in 2004 when the former school 
building was being converted into 
a 54-unit condominium. Three days 
later, he put an offer on an attic 
apartment. 

One step inside tells you why. 

White-painted wooden support 
beams run from floor to ceiling 
with diagonal branches reaching 
left and right. They form a border 
around the entire apartment.

How to Find Your

Want a condo with character? 

Here are some tips to get you 
started on your search: 

Check out repurposed old 
buildings such aschurches and 
schools. Attic units tend to offer 
interesting angles. 

Find buildings in blocks that 
are cut into funky angles 
because of diagonal streets. 

Some buildings mirrortheshape 
of the block. 

Look at the architecture of 
buildings. Is one curved on the 
outside? Good chance, it’s 
curved on the inside, too. t.k.

“The beams turn some people 
off and some people on,” says 
Gregoire, who loves them. In 
addition to their look, “they help 
break the apartment into different 
zones.” 

While he did the majority of 
the decorating himself, Gregoire 
brought in interior designer Tracy 
Morris to help with the tough 
stuff “The main challenge was the 
ceiling pitches,” Morris says. 

Because the unit was once 
an attic, the ceiling slants down 
sharply, creating unusual angles 
where it hits the walls. 

“Most homes have a break 
where the ceiling starts and the 
wall ends,” she says, but the lines 
aren’t clear-cut in this place. 

So Morris painted both the 
walls and the ceiling a neutral 


color. “Some designers prefer a 
sharp edge,” she says. “I just like 
it to blend in so that the place 
looks bigger. 

In Gregoire’s home, exposed 
bricks play the role of accent walls. 
A triangular red brick wall grounds 
the family room and frames 
a window that offers fabulous 
views of the Capitol building 
at night. 

When Gregoire bought the 
unit, it was a one-bedroom/one- 
bathroom with a ladder leading 
up to an open storage nook, but 
he had grander ideas. 

He added a spiral staircase 
and moved the bedroom upstairs. 
Now his first floor also has a den, 
and his upstairs is an elegant 
bedroom under a sloped ceiling 
and a skylight. 


Even newly designed buildings 
have units with funky shapes. 

Karen Kalicka is an interior 
designer with clients in 
Turnberry Tower (1881 N. Nash 
St., Arlington; 703-243-3000, 
Turnberrytowerarlington.com) — a 
luxury condominium located near 
the Rosslyn Metro station. 

The building is shaped like an 
ellipse, so many rooms have an 
angled wall of windows that form 
the outer curve.

Finding area rugs for these 
spaces can be a challenge, Kalicka 
says. The rugs either need to be 
smaller then the floor and set away 
from that wall, or “cut to mirror the 
shape of the room,” she says. 

Also, most bedrooms in the 
building do not have perfect 
right angles — opposing walls 
are often different lengths. Kalicka 
says that furniture placement 
in a room like this is key. If you 
put the bed’s headboard along 
the shorter wall, it could make 
the room feel claustrophobic. “It’s 
like an optical illusion,” she says. 
A better choice would be to 
place the headboard on the 
longer wall. 

If you can get past the 
challenges, there are some definite 
benefits, Kalicka says. “Angles add 
softness. They open things up, and 
they certainly add interest.” 

After all, who wouldn’t 
want to live in a condo that 
makes visitors say, “Whoa.”

A Comeback 
For Condos 


Recent data show 
a robust market, but 
how Long wiLL it Last? 

Outlook 

News about the Washington area 
condo market has been encourag- 
ing in recent weeks. 

Following the housing bust, the 
condo market languished, primar- 
ily because of the difficulty faced 
by would-be condo buyers in get- 
ting a loan. 

A report released by Delta Asso- 
ciates showed that in the first half 
of 2012, condo sales were up, inven- 
tories were down, and a shortage 
of condos in the region was pre- 
dicted. 

While the condo market has 
looked much healthier in recent 
months, we are unlikely to see a 
major price surge regionwide, even 
with the dwindling supply. 

Condo sales picked up appre- 
ciably in the first seven months of 
2012. Sales have climbed steadily 
since January, and 2012 summer 
condo sales totals are at the high- 
est levels since 2007. 

With the rise in sales came 
declines in inventories, which 
led to price growth. Condo prices 
have been up every month since 
March. 

Several other factors suggest 
that while the condo market will 


continue to stabilize, the recovery 
will start to look more modest. 

Thousands of new rental units 
are set to become available over the 
next few months. Rents will drop 
— or at least stop rising so fast — 
and renting will be comparative- 
ly more attractive. 

But the primary risk to the condo 
market is the same uncertainty in 
the overall housing market — a soft- 
ening of demand as the pace of job 
growth in the region slows.

For the past three years, work- 
ers have hocked to the D.C. region 
because our economy was growing 
when other regions were not. 

The Washington area contin- 
ues to attract new people, but it is 
now competing with other regions 
that have stronger local econo- 
mies and are adding jobs faster 
than we are. As a result, the pool 
of potential homebuyers — in par- 
ticular young potential condo buy- 
ers — will also grow more slowly.

The twins put themselves 
on display; the viewer is a voyeur. 

Then again, the twins consented 
to the series, helped shape it and are 
being paid. “That’s cool," Dreger says. 

If you tune in, you’ll find Abby and 
Brittany are remarkably normal. They 
eat fondue, shop, celebrate their 22nd 
birthday. “They refuse to be objects of 
pity," Dreger says. “They are shame- 
less in the positive sense —without 
shame. And that helps everyone." How 
can anyone be embarrassed by a physi- 
cal defect after watching these intrepid 
twins, who draw inevitable stares, yet 
go out and about, living ordinary lives?

Dazed and Confusing 


Dax Shepard vehicle 
‘Hit and Run' offers 
a messy collision of 
comedy and action 


Film Review 

“Hit and Run” might be a mid- 
dling romantic comedy, if it weren’t 
for those pesky chase scenes. Or it 
could be a decent action movie, if 
only the engine-revving weren’t 
derailed by the intermittent sac- 
charine schmoopiness. Instead, it 
feels like writer, co-director and star 
Dax Shepard has unleashed some 
kind of freakish Franken-film on 
moviegoers.

Mixing up incongruous elements 
can work, of course; there’s a reason 
peanut butter and jelly are a lunch- 
time staple. But “Hit and Run” feels 
so lazily thrown together. 

Shepard plays Charlie Bronson, 
a bedraggled, drawling man under 
witness protection, who lives in the 
middle of nowhere with his profes- 
sor girlfriend, Annie (real-life fian- 
cee Kristen Bell). While Annie has 
no ambitions for a better job, as that 


would mean leaving her marooned 
boyfriend, her boss insists she inter- 
view for a dream position in Los 
Angeles. The only kink is that LA 
is the hometown of the criminals 
who have it out for Charlie. 

But devoted boyfriend that he 
is, Charlie breaks out his souped- 
up Lincoln Continental and chauf- 
feurs his girlfriend to her interview 
and toward a potentially life-threat- 
ening scenario. Hot on their heels 
are Randy (Tom Arnold) — the trig- 
ger-happy numskull charged with 
protecting Charlie — and Annie’s 
vengeful ex, Gil, played by Michael 
Rosenbaum. Also entering the mix 
are the bank robbers Charlie has 
been evading for four years, includ- 
ing Alex (a dreadlocked Bradley 
Cooper) and Neve Qoy Bryant). 

In terms of humor, the punch

lines often feel either uninspired 
or distasteful. On the less offen- 
sive end of the spectrum, the gags 
include an orgy with what appears 
to be octogenarians and a bumbling, 
coffee-stained Arnold. 

The chemistry between Shep- 
ard and Bell should have been a 
snap, given that the pair are actually 
together. But their scenes were some 
of the most problematic. There’s no 
wit and no passion and certainly 
no indication that the relationship 
can survive outside the vacuum of 
Nowhere, U.S.A. 

Then again, there’s only so much 
an actor can do with lifeless dia- 
logue. It’s hard to blame the cast for 
looking less than committed; they 
all realized too late that Shepard 
created a monster.
